School Committee wants citizen input 


At its regular meeting on January 
25, the Wilmington School Committee 
will consider a change in the current 
entrance age policy for admission into 
the regular public school program. 
‘The consideration centers around a 
report developed for the committee 
by Assistant Superintendent Derek R. 
Little, in which the administrator 
recommends that the committee ad- 
vance the cutoff date for local school 
@ rance age to five on or before 
August $1 of the calendar year in 
which admission is desired. The pre- 
sent cutoff date is December 31 of the 
same calendar year. 

The recommendation, based on an 
extensive review of the research in 
the field, would have the effect of 
generally keeping those children who 
are born during the last quarter of the 
year from entering kindergarten at 
ages as young as four years and eight 
months of age if it is adopted. 
Children would be starting school 
somewhat olcer anu aopefully would 
take, adavantage of the added social 
and emotional maturiey that would 
accrue. A significant number of 
students here in Wilmington, and 
elsewhere who have school adjust- 
ment problems in their early years 
are entering kindergarten before their 
fifth birthday. It is felt by the ad- 
ministration, and many educators, 
that a delayed start for very young 
children will prove beneficial to the 
youngsters. The recommendation is 
that the policy change be im- 
plemented in September of 1979 to 
give parents who have currently 
enrolled their children in nursery 
programs a chance to plan ap- 
propriately - 

The school committee is interested 
in knowing how the parents and 
citizens feel about the contemplated 
change. It is an important 
educational issue that will affect the

education of all Wilmington young 
children. Attendance at kindergarten 
at age five is not mandatory. Parents 
may choose to keep their own children 
out of school now until age six.

The change will com- 
e, however, in that kindergarten may 
be officially established as the entry 
level for all Wilmington students. 

This would mean that those 
youngsters whose parents delay their 
start, out of choice, will have to enter 
kindergarten the following year at 
close to age six. It is believed by 


many that this would generally be ad- 
vantageous to all concerned.

A probably item for discussion in 
the next meeting of the Wilmington 
selectmen will be the possible 
purchase of the country club off 
Chestnut Street, now known as the 
Eden Country Club. 

The country club was started abont 
20 years ago, and named the Garden 
of Eden. The publisher of the Town 
Crier had, shortly before the country 
club started, written a series of 
stories about the Garden of Eden, an 
area ‘of Wilmington which is nearby. 

Over the years there have been a 
series of financial difficulties, a con- 
dition which still exists. The club has 


never been able to rais? enough 
money to get itself out of debt. 

It is a nice club; with a nice course, 
laid out on 48 acres of land.

There will be a proposal to the 
selectmen that the club grounds be 
taken over, by the town for 
recreational purposes.’ Such a 
proposal could result in a repayment 
by the Cotnmonwealth of 50% of the 
costs.

The tiny Forest Street Community 
Church has been Congregational in 
denomination for all of its nearly fifty 
years of existence. But that may soon 
change. Wilmington may soon have an 
Episcopal church 

The church, in recent years, has 
been faced with sparse attendance. 
With so few people taking part, the 
church has been hard-pressed to hold 
together as an organization. 

The church, though Congregational 
in its denomination, has never af- 

tiated with the United Church of 
fence ft has remained independent. 

Neither has it had a full-time 
minister. Most of the time, a theology 
student, usually from Andover- 
Newton, was retained on a part-time 
basis. At other times, the minister 
from the Wilmington Congregational 
Church would extend his services. 
Sometimes, no minister was available, 
and a Deacon would conduct the ser- 
vice. 

A meeting of the church was called 
for December 7, at which a proposal 
was made to approach the Episcopal 
Church. On December 11, six members 
of the church attended services at the 
Church of the Good Shepherd in 
Reading 

After discussions with the 
Episcopalians, the members of the 
Forest Street Church board agreed to a 
six-month trial period with the 
Episcopal Church. 

Rev. Frederick Emrich of the 
Church of the Good Shepherd held the 
first Episcopal service in the church 
on the evening of December 18. Some 
20 people attended the service. On Fri- 
day night before Christmas, 45 people 
turned out at the church for Christmas 
caroling. 

Some Wilmington Episcopalians 
have been attracted to the church 
They have been attending services in 
Reading or Burlington, but have long 
wanted a church in town, where it 
could be a part of the community 

The lack of an Episcopal church in 
Wilmington or Tewksbury made the 
Forest Street board feel that the 
Episcopalians in the area would be at-

tracted. Also, they hope to attract peo- 
ple with mixed marriages, since the 
Episcopal service has aspects to it that 
are familiar to both Catholic and 
Protestant services. 

The church, historically, has at- 
tracted people from the west end of 
Wilmington and from Burlington and 
the Pinehurst section of Billerica 
Some of the names prominent in the 
founding of the church were Woodside. 
Taylor, Straw, Littlewood, Kleynen, 
Arnold, Joy, Jones, and Wilson. The 
first moderator of the church was 
Austin C. Woodside, the father of 
Ernest and Mel Woodside, and Clifford 
Woodside, who died last week. Clifford 
was the church's first auditor. 

‘The church initially took the name of 
Wilson Memorial Community Church, 
and met on Roosevelt Road in a 
building belonging to Mrs. Elizabeth 
Wilson. The congregation numbered 
46. and had a Sunday School class of 24 

Rev. Arthur Simmons of the 
Wilmington Congregational Church 
conducted the first service, and 
provided immeasurable assistance in 
the founding of the church. He and an 
associate, William Downey, wrote a 
five-year history of the church in 1934 


Episcopal 
services 


In May, 1930, the church bought 
seven acres of land at the corner of 
Forest Street and Aldrich Road. That 
fall, a temporary building was erected, 
with hopes of eventually building a 
larger church. That never happened 
The tiny building is still used as the 
church, nearly fifty years after it was 
built 

The first couple to be married in the 
church was Al and Ruth Kitchener. 
The church sold them a part of the lot, 
to reduce the debt. They built a home, 
facing Aldrich Road, where they live 
today Mr. Kitchener is a Deacon of 
the churcch. 

For the next six months, Episcopal 
services will be held in the church 
every Sunday evening, at 6 p.m. At the 
end of the six-month period, the church 
will evaluate the relationship, and the 
members will decide if they want to 
become Episcopalians. 

Rev. Emrich of the Reading church 
will conduct the services for two 
months, and the ministers from 
Burlington and Billerica will each take 
two months 

It is possible that the Forest Street 
Church has held its last 
Congregational service

Wilmington has a history of bad ex- 
perience with gravel operations. Vast 
areas of the town became moonscapes 
during the construction of routes 93 
and 125, Gravel regulations since then 
have provided some degree of protec- 
tion, and sometimes too much. 

Near Route 125, in Andover, North 
Reading and Wilmington is the 
remains of one gravel pit. It is used 
extensively by people with motor- 
cycles and snowmobiles, and for 
target practice. 

North Reading a few years ago in- 
stalled a well field there. It provides 
a needed portion of the water for that 
town 

The State Department of Quality 
Engineering (DEQE) has ruled that a 
town must own all land within 400 feet 
of a well. This means that North 
Reading must take land around that 
well by eminent domain proceedings. 

Part of that land lies in Wilmington. 
Part of it is owned by the Wilmington 
Water Department and part by the 
Sciarappa family who have owned 
their farm for 55 years. North 
Reading must take about one and one 
half acres of Sciarappa land in 
Wilmington and Andover 

The only land that is not to be taken 
that lies within 400 feet of the well is 
Route 125, which is only a few feet dis- 
tant. That presents some peculiar 
pollution problems to the area 

The Town of North Reading propos- 
ed to pay Sciarappa $800 for their 
land. It is now said the.town will go as 
high as $2800. There are fine pine 
trees and good gravel on that land. It 
is probably worth more than $15,000. 

In order to raise the figure the 
Sciarappas have proposed a gravel 
operation on their land, before it is 
taken by eminent domain. They have 
engaged a reputable contractor, John 
E. (Eddie) Deloury, formerly of 
Wilmington, now of Andover.

the proposed gravel removal. If that 
town can avoid paying a higher award 
for the land, what difference does it 
make in terms of the well field if 
there is a gravel removal? 

The previous gravel operation of 20 
years left an undercut embankment, 
which would be remedied by the 
proposed operation. 

One source of concern was an 
access road to Route 125 for the 
gravel pit. The Wilmington 
Selectmen, in considering the applica- 
tion for a permit expressed a desire 
that the access be via Route 125 in- 
stead of Andover Street. It seems the 
necessary procedures with the State 
Department of Public Works have not 
been persued. 

Wilmington neighbors of the 
Sciarappa family, were split over the 
issue. One had objections. Others did 
not 

Residents of Andover, in the 
Fosters Pond area, half a mile away, 
objected to the proposed operation. 
Less than two years ago these same 
people employed the same contractor 
to remove gravel and repair roads, 
and make a playing field on land own- 
ed by their improvement association. 

The Wilmington selectmen, in 
November held a hearing, and tabled 
it for further information. In 
December it was again tabled. 

Positive action by the Wilmington 
selectmen would have bolstered the 
case for the Sciarappa family. As 
things now stand the Town of North 
Reading will probably take the land 
before the subject of a permit comes 
up again 

The Sciarappa family will have as 
its only recourse court proceedings 
‘That is usually a long and unpleasant 
proceeding. Perhaps they may get 
honest value for their land. 

But it will be difficult, with the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen not 
backing the local family.
